But, by the addition of individual enhancenent 
cards and modications you can give an, Apple II or II+ some of the IIe's 
features, such as an SO column display, upper and lower case, ‘16K ROM 
and G4K RAM expansion. Boards that plug into the IIe's expansion slot, 
should work onthe II+. However, boards that plug into the II's special 
auxiliary slot CANNOT be used on the older models.
